For that reason then, for our excerpt from great speeches this 
month, ^rant to bring you one of the greatest pleas for freedom — ^ 
particularly for freetlom of speech — of all time.

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FIRST, WE MUST GIVE YOU THE SETTING. 


Tn iho year, 1733, a printer. John Peter Zenger, 
began to issue a paper, the Ne\v Yfnk Weekly Journal. 
in which he voiced the opptisiiion of the public to the 
high-handed n)etlK>ds of the governor, and expressing 
dissal isfaction with a government of oppression. 
Zenger was arrested and imprisoned on a charge of 
seditious libel. He by in jail for nine months and 
just before his trial his counsel was barred from 
defending him because of a legal matter. The (mly 


other ah!e lawyer in New York bad been retained by 
the governor and Zenger was left without counsel 

An elderly Pennsylvania lawyer, Andrew Hamilton, 
described as “a man whose heart beat high for liberty,,'^ 
came to Zenger's defense and olTercd to plead his case 
free of charge. At the trial Mr. Hamilton made one 
of the most brilliant picas ever recorded defending 
man's right to speak and write the truth* 


George Ullliam Curtis wrote this about the trial: 

'"Hlien the Zenger jury f ried 'not guilty' and Afidrew Uamilttni left the courtroom, like an 
aureole around Ids reverend head shone the freedo)}} (fj the Ameruan press. The thunder of the 
vanthin. the musk of the helh , . . siduied not the i>rator onh\ but American iiherty vi7j/c7i had

loss of liberty to a generous mind is worse 
than death; and yet we kritiw there have been those 
in all ages who. for the sake of preferment or some 
imaginary honor, have freely lent a helping hand to 
oppress, nay, to destroy, ihcir country. This brings 
to my mind that saying of the immortal Brutus, when 
he looked upon the creatures of Caesar, who were very 
great men, but by no means good men: You R(imans,’ 
said Brutus, 'if yet 1 may C!il! ytui so, consider what you 
are lithttg; remember that you are assisting Caesar to 
forge those very chains which one day he will make 
yourselves wear,' This is what every man that values 
freedom ought to consider; he should act by judgment 
and not by alfection or self-interest; h>r where ilvose 
prevail no ties of either country or kindred arc 
regarded: as, upon the other hand, the man who loves 
his Cijuutry prefers its liberty to all other considerations^ 
well knowing that vvithout liberty life is a misery * . . 

Power may justly be compared lo a great river; 
while kept within its bounds, it is both beautiful and 
useful but when ii overlhms iis banks, it is then too 
impetimus to be stemmed; it bears down all before it, 
and brings destruction and desolation wherever it 
eomes, II then, this he the nature of power, let us 
at least do our duty, and, like wise men %vho value 
ircedom, use our utmost care to support liberty, the 
only bulwark against lawless power, wliich, in all ages, 
has sacriliced to its wild lust and boundless ambition 
the blood of the best men that ever lived,

hope to be pardoned, sir, for my zeal upon this 
occasion. It is an old and wise caution that 'wTen 
our neighbor's house is on fire, we ought to take care 
of our own/ For tluntgh, blessed be God, 1 live in 
a govermnenl where liberty is w'cll understood and 
freely enjoyed, yet experience has shown us all f I am 
stire it has to me \ that a bad precedent in one govern ' 
ment is soon set up for an autliority in another; and 
I lie re fore I cannot but think it mine and every honest 
man's duty that, while wc pay all due obedience to 
men in authevrity, we ought, at the same lime, to he 
Tjpon our guard against power wherever we apprehend 
that it may a fleet ourselves or our felhnv subjects . . , 

But, to conclude, the question before the court, 
and you, gentlemen of the jury, is not of small nor 
private concern; it is not the cause of a poor printer, 
nor of New York alone, which you are now trying. No! 
It may, in its consequence, alfect every free man that 
lives under a British government on the main continent 
of America, It is the best cause; it is the cause of 
liberty; and I make no doubt but your upright conduct, 
this day, will not only entitle you to the love and esteem 
of your fellow citizens, but every man who prefers 
frccdoni to a life of slavery will bless and honor you 
as men who have bullied the attempt of tyranny, and, 
by an impartial and uncorrupt verdict, have laid a noble 
foundation for securing to ourselves, our posterity, 
and our neighbors that to which nature and the laws 
of our country have given us a right — the liberty ol 
both exposing and opposing arbitrary pow'Cr (in these

The Kennedy-Krvin Hill as it was [iresenled to Hie 
Senate was a hill, but ilm bill as amemled will 

e ripple labor and not (oily make it impossible for it 
to jnvliee its own ranks, but make it well nigli im- 
possibie lo f line t ion at all. 

There is no donbi about It, mir nation is being 
guided and governed by big business interests — by 
moneyed men with many ax4*s to grim! — men who 
find it dilVieiih if not impossibb^ in forgfd interests 
whiefi are as nniefi a ]mrt of Hmii as tlndr own arms 
and legs. We have no doubt but that these men 
theoret ieiilly desire^ the g*>(n| of the majority of tlie 
people, hilt filin' are so btunid lo their own interests 
and the business habits of years. Hi at they are unable 
to reeognixe wbat is gmal for that niajority. 

These are some of the jiroblems we faee today. 
AVIiat is the sobitionf Then^ is only one solution. 
As Hirmer Prc'sidem Harry S. 'rruman phrase4l it in 
plain language at our I HEW ('on vent ion in Cleve- 
land : ‘'Jus! kiek them mil of ofTieeT’ 

The solution for all this ean be worded as simply 
as that. NeXT year i.s eleetiou year. AVe must fight 
to r*dain niir fricuuls in Hie Semite* ajid lIouHe of 
Kepresentalives and likewise fig^ht to deffutt ihosf^ 
enemies who are ebdng all in their power tee make jt 
tough for »u'ga nixed labor ami for the every-day 
working peo[)le of oni’ nation. 


We ean start now. Wc» shtndd let our Representa- 
tives in Washington know how we feel about key 
issues — the Kennedy-Krvin Hill amendmeufs for ex- 
ample, tile Miiunmm AVage law* lumsing, soeial 
seenrity. etc. Alaybe enmigb letters, phone calls ami 
{lersonal eoufaets from eoiist it iiejits will idmuge some 
' lanr' guys to '"good” guys, fnnn the i»rganized 
labor standpoint, befon* November HJfiO, 

And w'e should start now to educate our union 
menibi*rs, mak(* them vote eonseious. Unr own per* 
soiial fields of iuflnenee are Irmttt*d, but tfje fields 
toiielnul by labor’s [loMHeal arm, the Committee on 
roliti(‘al Ediieation. are hr oat! and widesjireatl. (Anr 
volnujary eoutriimt ions to ('OPK, Mien, are ex- 
tremely iuiportam. CtJPE has the faeis. It knows 
the issues ami wlm are our friends ami, likewise, who 
are our enemies. Bui wil iiout fmnls — without I he 
hel]> of all of ns, ils facts cannot be s]iread very far. 

AVe have bmui proud of t.li<‘ parlicipahon of oiu' 
IBEW inembcrs in the drive lor COl*E funds year 
after year. And wt‘ have* been disap) mi sited ami dis- 
couraged too. A (bdbtr fi'oin each member does not 
setun like a large sum to ask for — the priee of a few 
packs of cigarettes or boltb*s rd' beer. Last year, 
1P»EAA" laemijers eontiulmted to COPK. That 

WHS a greater sum Hum many unions larger than 
ours eontributeil. Hut we liad in exeess ni‘ 700,000 
memhm's! That means that more Hum (ioOJJOO IBEW 
members eontributed nothing. Tfnw di<l not eare 
enough about tlndr I’ountry and tbeir future to give 
a dollar bill in the mmse of better government. 

Other pm>ple, on the “other side"' eared enough to 
make eontrilmtions. Eleveji wealthy families kieked 
in more Hum i}?28(>,l*d0 to their favorite political 
groni>s flu ring last ymir s eam[iaigning. according to 
repiirts filed with tin* Clerk of the W 8. Ilonse of 
Hi^preseiitatives. These wfU'e Hie Hu Pouts. Ro(*ke- 
fellers, AI el Ions, Pews, Wliitm*ys. Fords, A’anderbilts 
and six other names “in the money/’

The Other Skle

tntnsj^ressioirs id' a few labor leaders they 
have stteeeedetl in rn’ealhiK u *'Mi\ Hyde'’ ima*^i^ of 
orpmt/.ed labor svithoiit any itf the **l)r. Jekyir' 
e ha met IT is ties with whieh those wlio tndy know 
labor are fatniliar. 

A weleome oasis in the one-sitltnl tlesert was an 
atUlress niatle by Senator IlubtTj IL lliuiiphrey of 
Minnesota on tin* floor of the Senati* last moiillu 
Senator Jhimfdirey said: “It is a trajrie fuel that 
the n^eeiit diselosiiH's before the Sejmte Seka^t f*oiii- 
tidnee mi Improjier Aetivili<*s in Iaibor*Mnna^emeiJf 
Relations — in the absenei* of mleipiate publishing of 
tin* tinal labor story in Ameriea— have led many 
peo]>le to believi' rlial llie labor movemetd is a nar* 
row; selfish, irres|>onsible foree." 

Tin' Senator I ben went i>n to ekapieutly list some 
of the things wfdeh be finds “sn ritrht about the 
Iniior movement amonj' them the follmviu^: 
“Ameriean unions have used their oriraiilzed 
strinitrtb in the pursuit of tin* mmeral welfare . . , they 
are eom*erned with tlie welfare of all Atiierieans. “

to the free labor moveimnif’s etTorts tSirou^hont thi* 
world in st*>i>]Hn^ fhe onvvaial rush of romimniist 
ajf*rression/’ 

“AmiTiean trade unions liave made tremendous 
eont ribntimis to [In* widlbeinjr i>f iheirmvn meiidiers, 
and to the development of our v«*ry spi*eial kind of 
dynamie. iimeuiotis eeonomie system.” 

“I’erliaps the major eontribution of all ts what the 
unions of Aun*riea have done to enlianee fhe dijrnity, 

I be spirit and the pi*rsoimlity of the itnlividuaL” 
Tlie Senator eimelmled his 'i3-pn^^e sjieeeb with an 
earnest aj>pt*al to bis fellow membm’H of ron^ress on 
behalf of tlie IH toil I ion Amerienns who have haiideil 
tojrelher in nil urns. lie saiil, “Ret us work bard to 
lieljj thesi* deeimt. Inw-abidlnir Amerieans proteet 
and .stren^i'tlieii their unions.” 

To tfiat, Wi* of the IHKW, say a fervent “aiiieid’ 
ami express our ap|U'eeintion to one of the law- 
tiiakers of our nation who always seems to have the 
ability to see the wlmle forest in spite of tlie trees. 

Value of the Union Label 

Ueeenfly there was i*mieluded in San Franciseo 
the 21st rnioM Imhistries Show, the annual AFL- 
riO exhibit wliieh puts tfie muon label on display. 


It is not m‘eessary to explain to uiiion men and 
women the value of the union laliel, ilembers of 
oriranized labor learned bum a^o that the union 
label is a badp'e |iroelaiiniim to all the world that 
the ifarment, maehitie* fixture whieh bears — cou- 
siiiner’s iroods of any kind— has been j>rodueed in a 
deeent shop, uniler union eomlitimis, for a liviiift 
w a life. 

However, another thou|ifht eoines to mind with 
reiiard to the union label. We womli*r whether it is not 
neeesHury to explain to some fair iinimt employers 
the value that the union label holds for them. 

We have humln*ils of mamifaet nrers with M'bom 
we fiave exei'lleot workhifT relations. Thtw, with tin' 
help i>f our IHKW members are inaiuifaeruriTi|Lr 
|ii‘odiiets under fair eonditions for fair waires. They 
are t*nfitleil to pbn*i* the union label mt every pieee 
of eleetrieal euniptinmi or apjdiimee ttiat eomes olT 
tin* assembly line, 'fhese labels are supplied tij tbem 
free of ebarpv. A i^real many of these manufHef nrers 
use the lahid, -3 million of tlii*ai a y 4 *Hr, on tlie 
Ijoods they fjrotinio*. Hm a irreat many more do 
not. Why 11 i>! ' 

That is a diflleult i|iiestion to answer, and tlie best 
reason tliat we eaji pive is that they just ilo not reali/.e 
flmt Hie irreat heuelits in advert tsiii»r and demand 
that wonld aeeriie to them in use of the labtd would 
far oiitweiirh llie very minor eosl of atlixin^^ if. 

There is not a week that |*assi*s in the Interna- 
tional Otfii*e in wliieli we ilo ih *1 reeeive rails from 
the AFRddO, other unions, or just the general 
pnblie, asking ns to supply tlie names of IHEW 
eiinipmeiit and apfilianees bearing the union labcd, 
.Millions of ntdon mi*mbers the lengrfi and breadth 
of tills land and ('amida are trained to look for the 
union labid on every pieee of merebandlse tlnw Imy, 
Tfiotisands of women's auxiliaries eaeh year earry 
on intensive I'lunptdgns to get I In* women of Amer- 
ien. and part ieiilarly women of union families, to 
lie 111 and the mdon label and to pn rebase iiotlting 
wit lion t it. 

This seems to us to give the union label [irodtiet a 
tremendons advantage over brands without it. Par- 
tie nl a rly in times of reeessimi Itkr* the one throUgli 
wliieli we are passing now, when iiiaiiy iiuuni- 
faelnrrd items an* stored on shelves witli no buyers* 
it would seem a manufaeturer would grasp at any 
optmri unify to linve his ]Todtn*t f referred to tltose 
of other firms, 

The big hnsiiiess eoneeriis of our nation liavi* been 
shouting to the housetops about the power luu! 
sirengtii of orgaiii/,f*d labor. Ik*re is a great slrengtli 
- I hi* buying janver of millions of union men and 
wonn*n and tlieir families, that they eau eapiialt^e 
on ami they pass it by. This iloes not make sense 
hk us. 

We hope that in tfie fntun* more iff our unions 
will do a “selling job” to employers on what the 
nnimi label can do for tliem, so tliat logetlier, labor 
and iiuinagemetil, we ean both prosper from in- 
ennise<l u.se of tfie union label and the resiillant 
im Tease in sales*

Martin J. Mealy, International Representative, 
has served the Brotherhood since December 1, 
1910. He now requests retirement because of 
illness and age. Tie is age 81- President Freeman 
recommends Healy's request be granted- We did 
.so — to be effective November 1, 1959. 

International Representative R. E, Cline has 
served the Brothei'hood since June 1, 1942. He 


now requests retirement because of illness- He 
is past age 66- We granted the request — to be ef- 
fective August 1, 1959— as recommended by 
President Freeman - 

The above retirements were granted in accord 
with Article HI, Section 11, Paragraph (2) of 
the IBEW Constitution- 

Mrs- Margaret O’Connor was an employee in 
the International Office for over 35 years. She 
was totally di-sab led from a stroke. She does not 
qualify for i*etiroment under our pi^esent plan for 
office employees because she has not reached age 
65. However, prior to the present plan, our Con- 
stitution did provide for retirement due to age 
or dbabitity. 

Therefore, she was denied her legal rights when 
our present plan was adopted. So, upon recom- 
mendation of the International Secretary, we 
granted Mrs- O’Connor retirement of 
monthb^ — effective July 1, 1959 — as our old law 
provided- 

ESTIN(;ilOliSF EMPLOYEES COUNCIL 

Our members work for the Westinghouse Elec- 
tric Corporatioti in vaidous plants and locations 
tliroughout the countiy. A Westinghouse Em- 
ployees Council was formed several years ago, 
under the late International Fh^esident Milne, 
among our local unions involved- Several locals 
objected to affiliating with the Employees Coun- 
cil 

President Freeman believed, as did former 
i^resideiit Milne, that such a Council was neces- 
sary to properly deal with Westinghouse. Finally, 
President Freeman directed the objecting local 
unions to affiliate with the Employees Couiicil- 
When they failed to do so, they were placed under 
Intei'national Charge and were then affiliated. 

Five of the objecting local unions — Nos- 201, 
1096, 1833, 1911 and 1963— appealed to this Ex- 
ecutive Council. 

Tile Council finds that the International Presi- 
dent acted with the authority granted him under 
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Article IV, Sections 3 and i and Article XVII, 
Section 22 of the IBEW Constitution. We also 
find that the ^^'estint^:house Employees Council is 
necessary to advance and protect the employees' 
interests, 

Thei^efore, the appeal is denied. 

I»HOTEST OK LOCAL LNiON 866 

This Railroad Local Union 866 of Kansas City, 
Kansas protests \^ice President Duffy’s action in 
sig^ning a jurisdiction agreement with other 
crafts in the Railway Employees Department of 
the AFL-CrO. The agreement was signcfl at 
Miami, Florida February 13, 19r>8, 

We have reviewed the long and often stm^my 
backgriJLUul of the jiii'isdiction position of our 
members employed on American railroads. There 
has been an almost continuous demand for a re- 
vision of the electrical workers' Classifiention of 
Work Rules since 1919, This has been because of 
the unfair and ambiguous wording of a rule that 
vras negotiated through tlio Railway Employees 
Department at that time. 

Since 1910 each succeeding International ihesL 
dent authorized our Vice Frt^sident in charge of 
railroads to negotiate to a conclusion classifica- 
tion of work rules with the other crafts in t!ie 
Department, The negotiations were com]ileted 
February 13, 1958 with the Miami agreement. 

We are aware that the Miami agreement may 
be detrimental in some instances to our members 
on certain railways. However, this Executive 
Council believes the benefits in the agreement 
greatly outweigh any losses. 

For the first time in forty years, the electrical 
workers on American railroads are in a position 
to claim new work as it appears and to success- 
fully maintain their cstablislied work Jurisdiction, 

HEyi EST OF ALBKin I„ K\ KSON 

During our last meeting a i-equest was received 
from Albert L, Eve,son — of Local Union 28, Balti- 
moi'e^ Maryland— that this Executive Council: 

, investigate our I^cal Union, and the 
files of the International President and In- 
ternational Vice President of our District 
pertaining to our Local I'nion’s affairs*'' 

The Ixical Union's affairs had bi'cn placed un- 
der International Charge* We denied Eveson's 
request because we do not interfere in strictly 
administrative matters. And because we consider 
such situations only when an appeal is properly 
taken, as provided in our law, from a decision 
rendered by the Intel national President. 

Eveson now renews his recpiest and the Elxecu- 
tive Council again denies it.

Would Y^ou Be A Good 
Communist? 

Some of us may never know of 
the injustices perpetrated by the 
('aiieei'ous giYjwlh of communism. 
But t h a 1 1 h i s p h i ! oso j> 1 \y of pc iwe r- 
sion is undemocratic is eas,v to ob- 
serve by a mere glance at the 
outer workings of the party — the 
Cfinvention itself. 


Here may be seen the first 
t remold of Communist dogma as 
practiced thrmighmit the party. 

Freedom of opinion is squelched, 
A majority eontrok, much like the 
majority in a KepuhUcan or f)enio- 
eratic Convention, But to decide 
whether or not to go against party 
policy is to decide wheilier or not 
to remain in the party. Earl 
T^mwder, a presidential cmididate 
and admittedly a. member of the 
Ked high comma ml, disagreed with 
the majority at the ]inrtyk con- 
vent ion in B)45, Mo was ousted, 
and althongli he apologized and 
asked ffu' readmission, it was to no 
avail. His pleas fell on deaf cars 
and he lost his jnli as a result. 

A simple test c»f allegiance can 
he made by a Comminiist aflvneate. 
If lie is (1) willing to do what the 
to]> leadei'K want with unquestion- 
ing obedience or (2) if be is will- 
ing to see party ]Kdicy determined 
without any say-so on the part of 
the rank and fde, he is a loyal 
member. 

Now — Wmibl you be a good com- 
nnmistf?? 

The Obligatrorrs 

Oneo a person adopts com- 
munism he is obligated to do cer- 
tain things. First, as has already 
been stated, be must 1 h^ obedient, 
SecoiuL he mu.st give Ids entire life 
to communism. This means family, 
employmeiU ami religiotis beliefs 


are secondary, Thii’d, lie must put 
implicit faith in the teaeiiings of 
^larx, Lenin and Stalin — as in- 
terpreted by the party. Every de- 
cision in lus life must Ijc based 
upon these theorems. 

And, the interests of tlie Smii^t 
Union come lirst. During the fn*st 
l^art of World War T1 — when 
Stalin and Hitler were making a 
pretense of friendship^ — the tkmi- 
mimist Party in this eonntry pro 
tCMlt'd against lend lease, selective 
service or any other effort of the 
Allies, Tlien, when Hitler inviKled 
FLissia the tune was chaiiged nml 
the Communists heralded all-oui 
war production iu this country. Tn 
tlie changing fUsposition of w'orld 
affairs, we may be certain of one 
eimstant factor — a Communist's 
allegiance to Soviet doctrine. 

CommUfiism: A Tactical Force 

r^oimiiimi.sju is not simply a 
pliilosophy of writings. It is a 
vi*ry practical implementation of 
ttiese uTitiugs, And altliough tfve 
philosoi>hy has some note wort hy 
a.spi rat ions, tiu^ met liod hy whi(*h

]>erverse. And, too, the practical 
application uf the ideals has Jmule 
a mockery of the <jrigimil thought 
hehind many of the Marxist teacli- 
iugs. 

The objective of the Communist 
regime is to gaiti eontrol of the 
United 8tate.s novernment. Ami 
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tliey an* in nu hurry* They kmnv 
thiit I lie iHwt'SM, if workable, will 
l>e slow and they tm* willinir to 
wait. 

In the meant imu, they attempt to 
iiiakf their n iTality by two 

metiiorls — intilt ration and front or- 
irani/jition*

Meanwhile. Major Ilamniek had 
instniPteil Itjs lieutenant to bring 
the militia troiips <'Iosit to the 
Ludhnv tent eolony. This done, he 
oiiee again ealled Tikas, He told 
fjotiis tfuit he wanted the lattiT to 
eome to his eamp. However, the 
shrewd leader of tlie Ludlow peo- 
[>le deteeted a mite of imilevolenee. 
He said, instead, Hiat he wmihl 
meet the major a I Hie Ludlow 
th^]»ot. llamroek snarhsl agreement. 

Wheti Louis reaelied the flfpol 
he uotieeel immedialf*!y that the 
militia was out in full IViree. nnee 
more the ilajor aeeusi'd the tifeek 
of holding a 1k>v against his will 
in tlie timt eolony, Henutitiing 
ealtn* Louis replied timl he knew 
of no sueh laty, that the eaiitp had 
heeii seandietl and im siieli p4^rson 
had been fomuL 

It was not yet 10:00 a.tii, when 
Louis began to walk tuiek to the 
lent eijiony. Fearing the onthrr^ak 
of hostilities* he took a hamlker- 
ehief mil of Ids poeket and held 
it above liis litNid. For a lime the 
militia meti statioTUHl on a knoll 
near the eolony mei^ely kwkisl at 
the dark, swarthy leader of the 
Ijudlow striki*rs. 

Then, smlden)>% limils heard a 
siekening, muffled ihml as a lamjb 


exploded nearby. He broke into 
a run towanl the tent.s ils the rapid 
staeeato of a maeliinc giin lH^gan. 

By the time he miehed wind 
refuge eould be found nvnv the 
eolony, lie saw that mass patiie had 
taken plaee. The fndlots from tlie 
attaeking militia hat] already 
liegun to rip thrmigli the eanvas 
tents and tin' women and ehildren 
Were scrambling into the small 
eelbu^s whieh liad hei'ti ting under- 
neath the tents to affortl protection 
in easT* of such an attack. 

The men in tlie colony, tho.se 
who bad guns, had sjvrawled them- 
selves out ou the ground and 
di\spenitely trietl to hold o(T tlie 
invading horde of mil ilia. Louis 
continued to run llii'tnigh the 
colony to a nearby telephone, lie 
ealled Lawson. 

“Tmu- L'od/s sake, theyVe stall- 
iiig to fire on ns/' Ijoiiis sf*reanied 
into the phone, t^awson told him 
to try to look out for the women 
and children, that lie wnuU] get to 
liudlow as cjuiekly ns possHilc. 

Organized Murder 

Back in the tent eolony a small 
boy erawhsl cuLt from the eellar 
underneath Ids family *s tent to get 
Wider for his mol her who lunl 
fainted from fright. A Imllet 
ritJ]ied through his hraiii. 

One woman pinned a Bed Oross 
badge on her sleeve ami tried to 
Iielp tlie wounded on the field, 8 hc 
wa.s killed instantly. 

One man rim to his wife’s aid as 
slif' tried to get their children 
undergniinKh He was mutilated 
by the time he could reach tlieni. 

A young girl, hysterical with 
fright, ran frantically to g<*t away 
from the rejKirt of the guns. A 
militia man caught lier hh she ran 
aenvss the o|»eu prairie. Tlic liidt 
of his rifie knocked her to the 
ground, senseless. 

Tlie battle raged through the 
day. the strikers forced to retreat 
slowdy from the tents that pni- 
teeted their loved ones. Then sev- 
eral militia men eliargeel forward 
and lit a torch to one of the tents. 


In 11 mat ter of moments the eolony 
was a hellisli conJlagnitio!i, The 
sennims of the women and children 
who were Iw'ing liurned alive in 
their iindergroiitid di idli f rajis was 
unbearable to any luimaii iR'ing. 
IBit the miliiia men pressed 
forwartl, 

Louis Tikas ran from lent to 
tent trying to juill out the living. 
But his au.viety for the ollu»rs drew 
him too close to the invading ma- 
randei*s and he was captured. 

A ilozen uniformed militia men 
hiisthHl tin* HiW'k leader back to- 
ward lln'ir eamjv. They were met 
on the road by Major Hamrocks 
lieutenant. The vuung officer 
cursed at Tikas and grahlMsl a 
Springfield rifie from one of Ids 
men, 

Ouee again Louis beggcfl for 
mercy for file wrimen and child nm* 
Imt the Ueutenmit swung llic 
heavy rillc <lown ui>on his lu'ad. 
Louis raised his arm in defense 
and a sieki'idiig sensation ran 
thnmgh his Inaly as he heard tlie 
hone in his forearm crack under 
tlu' blow; he Was then pushed to 
thi' grtnind. lb* tri<'<l to raise him- 
self on his gfHjf] arm but Ins IkmIv 
jerked violently as Indicts 

rippcil into his back, ‘*He trunl to 
escafie/* the tiiculeiiant cursf^d. 

Lawsiiri was not able to muster 
t'mmgli imm to fight Hie militia, 
e.spceialiy in view of the fact that 
Hii% too, liml received reinforco- 
meuts froni Trinidad. His face 
mirrored the luirning I'age within 
his miml but lie was eool enough 
to know that In send inexperiencc«l 
figliters nil against tlie luiJitia 
would be little more than suicide. 
There fori'* he iustrueled the men 
and the organizers who had come 
with him to go to the Black Hills 
ainl wait then* for instnietions. 

As the men, women and children 
stragglisl up (he winding juith to 
Hie Black Hills, two mih's east of 
Luillow* Hie Haines which fed on 
the tents still lit Ufi the heavens, 
latwson tnriMMl and hniked at the 
alaindoiied colony. He thought for 
a mnment of the lujilics^ fmiHshly 
sacrifii'd on an altar of shame, of 
Louis Tikas and his bravery, of 
everyone who was foreed to carry 
Hie ciHKSs whidi had iHH'ome labor’s. 

The Ludlow Massacre was over. 
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More famous Ladies 


L ast month wo brouj^ht yon brief 
siketchojf of the livee of some of 
the most famous women in history — 
considcrofi by the biographer W. 
Stuart Sowoll as the nwnf famous. 
Space would permit summaries on 
only six of 13 women appearing in 
Mr. Sewell^a !i(M) '*Brief Btngruphies 
of Famous Men and Women/* Here 
are the others. 

Mary Solcer Eddy 
Mary Baker Eddy was the founder 
of the Christian Science religion and 
of the Church of Christ, ^lentist. 
She was born in Concord, Xeiv Hamp- 
Bhire in 1821. Some 45 years later 
she began to teach Christian Science. 
In 1875 she wrote and published the 
textbook of Christian Seience/'Science 
and Health with Key to the Serip- 
lureH," 

In 18?0 the First Church of Christ, 
Scientist, was organized in BohU>ii 
and four years la let Mrs. Eddy began 
publishing the first of the Christian 
Science periodical, the Chrijtftajt 
Srirnee Juurnai, Mrs. Eddy died in 
itmi. 

Queen Elrzobefb f 

Then* could hardly be si greater 
contmat among riinious women of the 
w'orld than between Mai*y Baker PMdy 
and the next important female per- 
sonage whose life we summarize here. 

Elizabeth, daughter of King Henry 
VI 11 of England and the second of 
his six wives, Anne Boleyn, was bom 
hi 1582, When Elizabeth w*as three 
years old, Henry had his marriage to 
Anne declared invaliil and bad her 
beheaded, and as a conseciuence Eliza- 
beth not only lost her claim to the 
throne but her legitimacy ns well. 



Not long after, however, an act of 
ParUament, confirmed iater in King 
Henry's will, declared her next in suc- 
cession after her younger brother, 
Edwaixl, ami her eld^r sistert Mary. 

When Maiy died In 1558, Elizabeth 
became queen. Her reign was a good 
one in many respects. Under her rule, 
English diplomacy freed itself from 
foreign domination. In her reign, Eng- 
land's reputation as a naval power 
established chiefly t\a a result of 
the defeat of the Spanish Armada by 
the English navy in 1588. In Eliza- 
beth's day abso, English literature 
attiiined its greatest heights. 

While Efrzaheth never iniimed, her 
love nffair with the Earl of Essex 
who was 88 years her junior, has been 
told time and tinie again. Essex was 
executed after ho had apparently 
attempted an insiirrecllmi. 

Elizabeth died in lflf>8. 

ioan of Arc 

Jeanne d'Arc* the maid of Orleans, 
has always eofumunded a respected 
place among the annals of the fa- 
mous. A French peasant maid, she 
led her counlry to victory* over a 
foreign invader anti placed her chosen 
king upon the thnme of Priuice, 

Joan %vas born to ii humble, devout 
Catholtc family in the town of Dom- 
remy in 1412. When she was 12 yeai*s 
old. Joan claimed to have heard voices 
from heaven while she was tending 
hiT father's sheep. While evei-yone 
mocked her, Jitan preparetl herself 
for the great mission to which God 
had called her- — to lend the dauphin 
to the posse.^sion of the throne \vhich 
English kings hud been Jittempting to 
seize in that long period of atruggle 
which history titled, the *Hlundrod 
Years' War." 

In 142y, overcomuig the obstacles 
which all, including skeptical theo- 
logians and military officers, had 
placed in her way, she obtained an 
audience with the dauphin, Charles. 
Given command of an army she put 
on armor and drove the English from 
the city of Orleans and then Reims, 
and had the dauphin crowned as King 
Charles VTII, Under Joan's leader- 
ship French patriotism, long dormant, 
was a\vakened and France became a 
united nation. 


A grateful people soon forgot, how- 
ever, and in 1421 at the instigation of 
the English, Joan was burned at the 
stake as a witch. 

Marie AnfolneBe 

Another lady of France has won a 
place among the feminine famous of 
history, 

Marie Antoinette was bom in 
Vienna, Austria in IT55, the daughter 
of the great EmpreKa Maria 'Theresa. 
The little princess was married to the 
dauphin of Pnmee tn Vei-sailles in 
I77d. In 1774, her husband was 
crowned King l.onia XVI. 

Young Marie Antoinette was ex* 
travagant in dre^s and amusements 
and came to he hated by the Paris 
masses w'ho somehow held her respon- 
sible for the financiiil chaos in their 
country. 

.\ftcr the outbivak of the Revolu- 
tion, Ma He Antoinette w^as impi’is- 
oned, sepi'i rated from her children and 
forced In endure many insults. The 
king was executed January 17, lTt*2 
and on the Iflth of October in that 
same year Marie .Antoinette was led 
to the guillotine. 

Mary, Oueofi of Scots 

Another unfortunate queen who 
commands a prominent place in his- 
tory is Mary, Queen of Scots. 

Mary, the daughter of King James 
V of Scotland, was boni in 1542. Her 
father died .soon after she was horn 
an<i Mary was mmi to the Court of 
Pm nee. There she was educate<l and 
trained. At the age of 15 she was 
married to the lU-yenr-oId son of the 
king of Fnifice. l^pon the French 
king's death a year later, the young 
couple ascended the throne* 

.After the death of her husband 
Mary i-eturned to .Scotland and mar- 
ried her eoiisin, Henry Stewart, Lord 
Darnley, Their mamage was an un- 
happy one. A year after their son 
wiis bonv in 150fl, the house hi which 
Diimley lay ill, was blown up. While 
It was never proved that Mary had 
a part in It, the populace strongly 
suspected one of her trusted advisers, 
the Earl of Both well. 

When Mui’y married him three 
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months l»t€*r, the Scott inh lords, lonir 
discontent, rose in revolt. Mnr>^ was 
captured, thro\^m into prison ami 
sevei'ely treated. She oscapi^d to Engr- 
land and threw herself on the mei^cy 
of Queen Elimbeth. She remained in 
prison for the rest of her life- Found 
Ruilty of plotting Elizabeth's assas* 
sination, she was executed in 1587. 

fforence Nightingole 

Florence Niithtingale creates a wel- 
come contrast to the two self-centered 
queens just dted. It was she who 
t7Lised nursint^ to the diifiiity of a 
profession. She was born of wealthy 
English parenUf in Flonmce, Italy in 
1820, At the age of 24 she horrified 
her family by her dedaion to adopt 
nursing aa a career . After a period 
of study she hocanu- superintendent 
of a Lontlrm hospital hi 

In 1854, Miss NighHngale was sent 
with a stair of 88 to supeiwise the 
tending of aick and wuu ruled soidicrs 
fighting in the Crimean war who were 
-said to be sufrering horribly and 
"'dying like flies," 



Love of service, persev^crance and 
i\ genius for mganiziition enabled Miss 
Nightingale to overcome great odds 
and soon a tremendous decrease in the 
death rale %vnii efTected. 

Florence Nightingale died in UilO 
after winning royal honons and hav- 
ing set up many centers for the train- 
ing of nurses, 

Harriet Beecher Sfowe 

Harriet Heecher wa« boim in Litch- 
field, Connecticut in 1811, She k fa- 
mous for writing the novel ‘'L^iide 
Tom's Cabin,” considered the most 
inBuentiat contribution in American 
liiei'ature to the enuindpation move* 
nienL 

Married to Ibofcssor Calvin E- 
Stowe of Bowdotn Collegi-, in 184i#, 
Mrs- Stou'e was a devoted wife and 
mother. Her only claim to fame stems 
from her book and the effect it had 
in waking the people of the United 
States to the evils of slavei-y. She 
died in imH

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Shorter Work Week Needed Now 


T he 40-hour work wec-k has be- 
come outdated. The millions of 
unemployed workers, including I HEW 
members can testify to that. The 
time has come to press vifforously for 
a reduction in working hours In meet 
modern conditions. 

The major factor in hours reduc- 
tion in the past differs in most cases 
from the mum reason today. The 
drives to reach the 10-hour and then 
the $-hour day were bused primarily 
on social considerations. Longer houi^ 
generally meant undue physical strain 
and hazard to health. They did not 
afford adei|Ufite leisure time for 
reasonable family needs and social 
activities. 

Today* the drive for ix?duced hours 
is basoii primarily on economic as- 
I>ects. The idea of more leisui'e time, 
without loss of earnings, is still 
attractive. But the primary concern 
is to help maintain employment oppor- 
tunities in the face of rifting produc- 
tivity through shorter hours. 

As productivity increases it is pos- 
sible to produce more in fewer hours, 
or with fewer workers. The pjwluc- 
tivity of American industries has 
been increasing rapidly. 

For example; In 10o8, 1 Lf> inillLon 
workers fabricated 35 percent moi-e 
goods than 12.7 million workers pro- 
duced 10 years before. 

The heavy flow of technological im- 
provements and Increased expendi- 
tures for new plants and tHijuipmeni 
mean a continued high rate of produc- 
tivity advance in the years ahead. 
This, in turn, means fewer job oppor- 
tunities. Arid to this the fact that 
fi-om 700,tH)0 to 800,000 new workers 
enter the labor market each year and 
you have the ingredients for uneni- 
ploymeiit on a massive acale. 

We are all familiar with what hap- 
pened in the wake of the HloS reces- 
sion, When industrial production was 
back almost to the pre- recession 
highs, only 40 percent of the lost 
jobs had been regained. 

After each of the post-war reces- 


sions, the economy has tended to 
staliilize at an ever higher level of 
unemiilayment The figure was 8.2 
percent after the 1040 recession and 
4.3 percent five years ago. This year 
it has been running between 5 and 
fi percent 

Army of fhe Unemployed Growi 

It seems that the alternative to 


reduced hours of woi’k is a growing 
army of unemployed, 

Impiwement in business conditions 
generally is providing a more favor- 
able bargaining climate. Rising pro- 
ductivity means lower inuduction 
costs and larger profit margins. 

Business I'eports indicate that prof* 
its in 1059 will reach all time highs. 
In oUiei words, United States cm

But all 
the reports indicate that coi*porate 
profits iire sky racketing at a time 
when uiiomployed workers have a 
hard time finding jobs. 

These are conditions that provide 
an appropriate and practical economic 
framework for reducing hours while 
maintaining or increasing weekly 
w'ages. Of course, our local unions tn 
their negotiations will have to be 
governed by conditions existing in 
their own particular plant or area. 

Hours recluction, with no loss in 
earnings^ would temi t(j ease adjust- 
ment to major technological change, 
minimize labor dtsplacement and 
stabilize employment opportunities* 
Wages must be maintained or in- 
creased, how^ever, in order to provide 
additional consumer buying power. 
Increased consumer demand would 
help to put unused capacity and idle 
workers hack to work* 

Shorfer Work Week Is In Effect 

The job of bargaining for work 
weeks shorlei* than 40 hours is helped 
by the fact that precedents are gi-ow- 
ing. Shorter work weeks are becom- 
ing normal for large groups of work- 
ers and there is increasing ri'cogni- 
tion that such schedules are no longer 
novel or unique* They are not un- 
attainable or a part of the far distant 
future. Many are in elfect now. 

One of the most persuaMive factors, 
in negotiations where shorter work 
weeks have been obiatnetl, has been 
the example set elsewhere in the 
Slime or related industries nr areas^ 

Several months ago the Research 
Department made a suivey of inside 
wi remen contracts in UHi United 
States cities, We found three where 
IBEW members have work weeks 
less than 40 hours* Om' is New York, 
where Local 0 has had a JlO-hour week 
for construction electricians since the 
late The others are Trenton, 

New Jersey and Minneapolis, each 
with 35-hour weeks. 

Work wceka shorter than 40 hours, 
with the same or more pay, have been 
negotiated as the stamla rd pi uctice in 
two major industries: La<lics Gar- 

ment Woi'km‘R, and the rHnting 
Trades, Shoiter work weeks also 
been negotiated for large groups of 
workers in the brewing, rubber and 
baking induatrit^s, and for many of- 
fice workei-«* 

A few yiMi^ ago the Bun-au of La- 
bor Statistics surveyed almost 6 
million workers in IT major labor 
market areas and found that standard 
work w'ceks shorter than 4t) hours 
were in elfect for 4f» percent of the 
office workers anrl 7 percent of the 
plant workers* Lately, more IBEW 
maintenance and manufacturing con- 
tracts have providing ahortcr 

w'ork w'ceks. 


The PoBem 

So far, shorter work weeks have 
been obtained almost entirely by 
shortening the work day rather than 
turning to the four and one-half or 4- 
day week. Thus, using this methoil 
would foliov: :i pattern already estab- 
lished and in most cases it would 
work little or no hardship on em- 
Iiloyers. 

A major dilficutty with a four and 
one-half day week, as opp4»sed to 5 
shorter days, is that a half day is as 
troublesome as a full day in terms 
of traveling to and from work* It is 
less productive from the eni]i layer's 
standpoint because the same amount 
of starting up and shutting down time 
is needed os for a full day* 

Achieving a sUindanl fmir-day 
week is difficult because it requires 
so large an hourly wage increase (25 
percent) to main tain weekly earn- 
ings. This is a large step to take at 
one time. One melhod of a] ip roach ing 
it gradually is to provide for sev- 
eral four-day weeks throughout the 
year. For example, make the fifth

month or once every couple of months. 

Other possible ways of reducing 
hoy I S are by negotiating longer paid 
vacations and more holidays. The 
trend in this direction since World 
War II is very evident* And collec- 
tive bargaining certainly has not ex- 
hausted the possibilities of shortening 
the working year in this way. 

One interesting sugg«^stion has been 
to provide for perio<tic extemletl leaves 
of alrnuuM^ such as the system of 
*«?ubbaiicid leave enjoyed by many col- 
lege professors. Based on estimates 
of the average worker's expectancy us 
a memiiei' of the labor force, a year\s 
leave of absence tvould be the equiva- 
lent of just under an hour's reduc- 
tion in the work week spread over 
a worker's entii*e working life. 

In negotiating for shorter work 
scheduleii, IBEW locals will have to 
decide which method is best suited 
to their particular ai'ea or branch of 
the industry. The imtiortant thing is 
to get started now, and help get our 
unemployed members buck to work*

We 
ui'o being subjeetcd to rule by injuiic 
tions and in one case an injunction 
was given by a judge %vho is actively 
participating in the managemenL of 
one of the hospitals. 

'*There are Hungarian Freedom 
F'ighters working as strikebreakers in 
some of these hospitals because they 
are terrified that if they do not, they 
will he deported to Hungai*y. 

is unbelievable that the people 
who manage these hospitals, people 
we have found on some occasions to 
be understanding and decent, can be 
responsible for treating these em- 
ployes the way they arc being treated, 

^^Yet at one point in the strike a 
false statement that a settlement had 
been leached was issued by these em- 
ployers. They still have hopes that 
they can come up \vilh some fonnula 
which will be a substitute for a union. 

'These are powwful men and they 
asked us if we could find such a 
formula. We asked them how do yrui 


find a substitute for a man^s religion, 
for his patriotism. W'e told them they 
gave us a very difficult task indeed in 
trying to find a substitute for a maids 
right to join a union, 

*'We are determ ineci to see to it that 
these kings of industry and finance 
are ref|uired to abdicate, to give an 
opportunity and a chance to people 
who are willing to sacrifice and suffer 
to improve their station in life.** 

U is indeed iranic to realixe hoW' 
the newspapers and the Senate in* 
Ve.sti gating committees have been por- 
traying organixed labor as such a 
terrible segment of our society, and 
to observe the lowest depths of con- 
ditions and \vages fostered in these 
great institutions w^here, without 
union representation for the workers, 
great ''humanitarians’' have been di- 
rect fng the hospitals with complete 
disregard for the "welfare of these 
oppressed workers.

Urges Enforcement of 
Anti-Age Discrimination

late, we admit* However, circum- 
stances alter cases. After a series 
of irregular Umrs cd* duty, the final 
cut to a skekdoti crew (at the V. E* P. 
Company powrr plant in GilmerUm, 
Virginia) hap pen od on Friday, May 
1st, causing our heuch to Increase to 
a size rivalling a dictator's army* 
We're glad to report all hands in 
good healUq except those we've al- 
ready reported. 

However, certain other serious com- 
plications have devadoped that appear 
to be somewhat, tedious Lo cover* While 
not aspiring to martyrdom, but wdth 
eons( ientimis conviction that right 
should piovaii, we are prone to risk 
the uitimate i>enalty of possibly be- 
coming a markt‘d man. 

Article III, Section 11} (d) of our 
current wmrking agreement, effective 
on April 1, Hiritl (signed January 28, 
1959 by a committee of officials of 
both tht‘ Tidetwates' Division of the 
National Electric Contractoi's As- 
sociation, Inc. ami Local 80, LB.E.W, 
and approved by our International 
President, Brother Oordmi M* F’ree- 
man) iead*s: ”(Hi all jobs employing 
six 01 ' more journey men, if available, 
every sixth journeyman shall bo fifty- 
five years of age or older*” 

Ho^vever, our business manager, 
Brother R* G. Castles maintains that 


it is becoming increasingly more diffi- 
cult to place oltler members on jobs 
in this area* A*s a matter of fact, a 
person has only tu read our JoPJiNAL 
to realize that Uie many pictuj'es and 
columns paying due respect to the 
accomplishments of our many older 
members has set a precedent, down 
through the years, that may wndl 
prove to have been that steadying in- 
fluence so Tiecessary to the progre*ss 
of any successful organization* 

Too hasty an adoption of this de- 
parture from the Iraditional customs 
of the IBEW w“o\ild, under these con- 
ditions naturally ignore the wisdom 
of the time-proven axiom; “Experi- 
ence is, by far, the greatest teacher/' 
and venture the unconfirmed hyjjo- 
thesis; “Youth is the only true yard- 
stick of the ability to perform useful 
\voik*” 

We just dug up an old dipping 
(brown with age) from Washington, 
D. C* (A*P*) July 17 (the year is not 
shown hut there's no doulk but that 
the Labor Deiairtment's Bureau of 
Liiboi' Statistics can confirm it). It 
reads in part: “A Government survey 
showed that men and women in the 
45-or-older, group offer ‘distinct ad- 
vantages to employers over younger 
workers* The sutwey was made by 
the Labor Department's Bureau of 
Labor Statistics* It is a six-month 
study of the work records of about 
18JX10 %vorkers of all ages, including 
t,300 women, B. L* S, ,said the survey 
showed that: “not only may Iht? 

worker in the 4 5 -and -older group 
otfer more highly developed skills, 
more mature judgment and more 
settled work habits as against the 
stamina and agility of youth, but he 
is frequently less likely to he ahstuit 
and is less prone to injury than Uie 
youngei' workei'.” 

It also seems (piile worthy of men- 
tion at this point to reveal the fact 
that the great state of New York had 
the wisdom to enact an anti -age dis- 
crimination law at least a year or 
more ago, while the National Employ- 
ment Act of IP4G definitely outlines 
the n€^ed to provide jobs for “all able* 
willing and seekiiig work/' 

The Neii^ York in an edi- 

torial states; “the facts of unemploy- 
ment measure a national di,sgracc* Re- 
latively small declines in the jobless 
rolls anr! o|>timi*stic forecasts shouh! 
not reduce the steam behind every 
wise and practical measure to de- 
crease unemployment — -a major weak- 
ness of tile American economy anti 
a curse to many millions*” 

Senator Stuart Syniington (D. Mo*) 
says: “Some economic leadms have 

concluded that an unemployment rate 
of five pei'Ceni oi' more must he ex- 
pected in the foreseeable future. I 
can think of no more dangerous ami 
defeatist attitude than that. This is 
the richest country In the world. If

Political Action Needed 
To Reverse Oppressive Tide 

L. r. 2no. VKTOtUA. It. C.— In a 

hushed and cro wdt‘d courtroom in 
Chicago, some 39 yeaii* ago, Clarence 
Darrow, .America’s greate*st criminal 
court advocate, told a jury what were 
the basic rights of free citizens — free 
thought, free epeech, and the right 
to strike. 

His speech lastmi for aevcral hours, 
and is well worth reading, In essence 


it set forth the principles generally 
accepted thraughoul the civiliziul 
world, principles that were recognized 
and retained only at the supreme cost 
of human life. 

The ragulalions and raslricticniH 
that came with a war economy, 
whether of the “hoC’ or “cold" 
variety, lio not encourage the gravvih 
of thesi* freedoms* Consequently, 
trade unions, like the rest of the pub- 
lic, have confiiHMl both Iheir thinking 
and talking to matters that require 
a minimum of either argument or 
action* 

In Canada, we have Provincial Gov- 
emrnents at each end of the country 
wnth anti labor proclivitie^s elocted by 
people, indmling many trade union - 
ist*s who preferred glib speeches and 
ready-made opinions to the cold hard 
facts of life. 

British Co turn bin now has a bra ml 
new' "Trade Unirm Act," the notorious 
"Hill 43," which provides for couil 
injunctions, damage suits against 
unions, thfdr officers or members, re- 
strictions on pickets, si*condary boy- 
cotts ami most other activities used 
by unions in their dealings w'ilh re- 
fractory employ era. 

The Britiiih Cuiiunbta FedeJatioii 
of Labour is now intensively organ- 
izing an all-out elTort to insure that 
"our enemies" are punished at the 
next ITovinciul election, which could 
happen any time our amiable Framler 
calls the shat* 

It seems such a pity that since 1935, 
the British Columbia trade union 
movement has been growing in size 
but has ni'gleeted the advice of com- 
petent advisers, and followed that of 
others who did not have the good of 
the Labor movement at heart. 

8ix or seven times this Brovince 
has had the chance to elect a govern- 
nieiit that would have enacted the 
type of laws the unions asked for^ or 
lume at atl if the^y wanted it that 
way* 

Wi! are now faced with the job of 
getting rid c»f the slickest bunch of 
psalm singers that ever put up a front 
h>r big business, befora this new acl 
can he repiuiled. 

As narrow told the jury, anything 
worth while that the working people 
got was obtained through action, not 
bailoUs* The eight-hour day came 
because unionists went out after it. 
Only when the unions had establisheil 
it did the politicians legalize it. 

Along with Darrcjvv, Llie writer bu- 
lieves that had the unionB continued 
a policy of active agitation for better 
living stamlards, instead of the purely 
selfish pursuit of our own wages and 
vrorking conditions, we would havi* 
retained the respect formerly ac- 
corded us, and would not now be faced 
with the job of tiying to rid the 
country of these pettifogging politi- 
cians who have taken on the job of 
regulating our unions because we are 
too coy to do it ourselves.

unions’* but that "the Tiight-to-Work* 
laws curb the rights of all unions/’

with rare under standing, points out 
that the oft-repeated cliche that u 
man has the right to work without 
paying dues to any organisation, etc., 
IS "sheer and conscious dishonesty." 
The writer goes on to explain the 
need for abiding by the wishes of the 
majority in living together, wMirking, 
pi'uying together and the need to "pay 
the hilt" such as "city or state taxes* 
church dues, dub fees and trade union 
dues." Further quoting, "... and 
make no mistake about it, the work- 
ers who refuse to share the union’s 
burdens are not clear-eyed, imlepend- 
evit and fearless people as supporters 
of the ^Higbt-to-Work’ laws imuntain.

Tenth Seminar Held 
For Stewards, Officers 

I,, r. 399. CHrCACn. IIJ For the 

past four years, tA)cal Chicago, 

has conducted an educational confer- 
ence for the chief stewards and offi- 
cers. These seminara were in con- 
junction with the Institute of Labor 
and Industrial Relations of the Uni- 
versity of Illinois. We have covei-ed 
various subjects, such as: The Chief 
Steward and His Job, Grievance Pro- 
cc^dure. How Ut Run and Plan Union 
and Unit Meetings, Haw to Talk and 
Lead Discussions, Lnlwir Laws, Poli- 
tics in American Life, Community 
Problems, The Itevelopment of the 
American l.alioi- Movement, AFL-CIO 
Merger, ami Pulillc Relations and 
You. 

Our tenth conference was held on 
March 27th and 28th of this year. We 
felt we w^ere particularly fortunate 
in procuring the services of an un- 
usual research asniatant of the ILIR, 
at this last seminar, in the person of 
Archie Green, labor folklorist. 


Rrotbi-r Green is a member of the 
San Francisco Local 21ff4, United 
BrotherhfMHl of Carpenters and Join- 
ers, and liaii in his possession an ex- 
tensive gathering of industrial songs, 
taped from phfmogiaph records, radio 
broadcasts, and from folksingers in 
the fieUL tie is presently engaged in 
a survey of IhIkvp songs as history 
and as folklore* 

The unique feature Brother Green 
pi'csenied at our seminar was n tajied 
musical recording of these labor 
songs. We were especially impressed 
by the fine arrangement he had madf 
of the records so that each song could 
be isolated as a trade union history 
period, or as a symbol of forces shap- 
ing the modei-n labor movemeuL 

The first song, “Hold the Port,** is 
a union song common to both Ameri- 
can and British unionists. The st^ennd 
song dated back to 1902, an anthra- 
cite coal strike, recalling Johnny 
Mitchell, union leader. Some of our 
readers pmhably remem bm^ the days 
of the Wohblies < IWW | and their 
work among the immigrant workers* 
Their theme song was “The Tramp," 
which was next on the tape. 

The next two songs were, “Cotton 
Mill Colic," describing the plight of 
southern textile workers, and “Sili- 
coaifi is Killin' Me," a blues memorial- 
izing the silicosis victims of the Gau- 
ley Tunnel Construction job in We.st 
Virginia in 1980 and 1933 — InToi'e 
the days of safety and health meas- 
ures in mines and factories. 

Following in the sequence on the 
tape was “The Ballad of Barney 
Graham,” an elegy from the bitumin- 
ous coal mining industry. It w^as 
written in 1933, honoring a miner,

Heavy Work Load at 
Pacific Missile Range 

L. l. 413. SANTA HARIIARA, 

CALIF. — Once again it has been a 
long time since L, U, 413 has sent 
an article to the Jo|f|tN'AL, Due to 
the amount of growth ami work in 
this area in the past two years, this 
writer has iiot lia<l too much time to 
spend on writing any articles. 
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Wo ha VO certainly hail a prosperous 
pc'HwI and the futiire looks very grood. 
As many of the Ritjthei'B know by 
now, this iurisdiction is the site of 
Vantlenberi? Air Force Base, the 
missile base of the West Coast and 
we have had hundreds of travtders in 
this area fifim throUK-houl the Broth- 
erhood. This has been a very inter* 
eating” project with as many us 30 
electrical contractors at one time and 
a jieak employment of approximately 
750 wireinen and linemen employed* 
The project, now undenvay for two 
years, will probably cimtinue foj* some 
time to come and should furnish work 
to a good many membt^rs, 

We have expenencerl all types of 
work and have probably cav€>re<l all 
phases of construction* line, cmnmiini- 
cations niul elect ionics installations. 
The Arguello Naval Base, another 
part of the Pacific Missile Uang€v has 
just stai’ted — it adjoins the Air Force 
Bast*. One job on this iiroject is em- 
jiloying memlK'rs of the IBKW only 
for instaHation of elect ronics, com- 
munk'utions, wiring and ndscidlane- 
tills const jucti on and thiH is one per- 
fi*ct way to stop jurisdictional dis- 
rnjtes by tlealing with IBFW people 
ami no other crafts. 

All of this Government work has 
aroused the towns of Lompoc and 
Bantu Maria which have rloul»h*d in 
population and hrmight us ni*w hous- 
ing* schools* motels, and ciiinnierclal 
installations. The rnemhership of 
Local 413 has grown as the result of 
this work, and this, plus the number 
of traveling memlMus has increased 
the local union stalf. We now have 
two Imsiness represimtalives, Brnlher 
Boris Querfurth who covet's the Van- 
denlH^rg and Arguidio Rases and 
Brother Wayne Jtihnson wlio covers 
the Lrimpoc and Santa Maria areas.

We have also it*nti*d the 
Culinary Alliance ilall for our meet* 
ings and also hidd nn^elings on call 
in the Santa Maria ureas. We have 
la*en having fim* turnouts at our 
meetings. 

Siwera! meetings of impoHnnee will 
la* held in Santa Barluira this year. 
The Ciilifnimia Stati- Finlenition of 
Labor will be here in August and this 
will bring the State Association of 
Flectrieal Workers for ihidr conven- 
tion. Thi' Slate ApjiJ'^entice Coun- 
cil will m»M>i here hi July aiul the
